The Premier of Canada. 



TliB Career of a H<iir-iuu<lo Ilan. 



(From 1)10 Itooheatcr Hiiircsg.) 

The present Prcnuor of Canada is 
the Honorable Alexander Mackenzie. 
He was called by the Governor-Gen- 
eral, Lord Dufferin, in 1873, to form a 
Cabinet on the downfall of Sir John 
A. iMaedonald's Ministry, the latter 
Iniving been convicted of selling the 
Charter of the Canada Pacitic Railway 
to Sir Hugh Allan for about $300,000, 
which money was expended in 1872 in 
carrying the elections to shstain Sir 
John's Govornmont. Ho was unani- 
mously chosen by the Kei'orin party to 
the leadership in the Government, as 
he had been the chief of that party in 
Parliament for some time. Ho dis- 
solved Parliament in December, 1873, 
and a general election took place in 
January, 1874. The election resulted 
in the Keforinors returning 15-1 inoin- 
bevs and the Opposition had barely 
fifty seats. Witli such an enormous 
majority a party leader might readily 
become intoxicated with the power he 
had in his hand, but Mr. Mackenzie's 
adminstration has been marked with 
economy and success, and he has 
steadily pursued the policy he has al- 
waj's advocated during a long Parlia- 
mentary career, favoring internal im- 
provements and the extension of com- 
mercial relations; and ho has the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that ho is now 
more popular in the country than 
when he assumed the reins of govern- 
ment, having demonstrated -the pos- 
session oi rare executive abilities and 
statesmanlike views. He is really a 
Reformer and Lioeral in his ideas. 
As a Parliamentarian, during fifteen 
years of public service, he disclosed 
rare powers as a ready and formidable 
debater. He has been an advocate of 
temperance.and his personal character 
is above reproach. 

He probably ofifofs the only instance 
in the history of England, or her col- 
onies, where a " workiugnian" has 
risen to the high office of l'ren)ir. He 
was born in Scotland, and is some- 
thing over fifty years of ago. He 
learned the trade of n stonecutter and 
came to Canada while a young man. 
He has resided in Sarnia for many 
years, and for the last fifteen years he 
has represented the county of Lamb- 
ton iu Parliament, always elected by 
overwhelming majorities, until it was 
found futile for' a Tory candidate to 
oppose him, sinco when his election 
has been had by acclamation. He 
steadilj' worked at his trade, 
even when a member of Parliament, 
when not engaged in his public du- 
ties. 

Ho had but few opportunities for 

early education, but with true Scotoh 

persistence and application to study, 
he made himself fully equal in solid 
information about afl'airs with any 
other man in the Dominion. 

When he rises in his place to speak 
ho is dignifiotl and improssivo in man- 
ner. Hia stylo is easy 'out direct, his 
speech slightly tinged with a Scottish 
accent. He is erect and spare, his 
hair and board fringed with grey. He 
is always sure of an attentive audience 
wherever he speaks. Ho is probably 
the most practical statesman the Do- 
minion possesses, his ideas being plain 
and utilitarian. Wo have given this 
sketch in detail to show what brains, 
backed by energy,' temperance and 
thrift, will fuiconiplish when directed 
aright. Hero was a mechanic, poor, 
unlettered and friendless, who, by 
self-culture, integrity, perseverance 
and noble aims, draws about him the 
admsration and confidence of a num- 
erous constituency, and linally places 
him in the highest jiosition in tho gift 
of a people numbering four and a half 
millions. A people, also.whose tradi- 
tions are averse to the elevation of tho 
plebian to honors, andw(;re family iii- 
lluence.s and po.sitions too often have 
more weight in the advancement of 
men than the possession of character 
or intellect.

For persoveraneo in ilkloing and low 
cuaning the average douiostio rat is spok- 
6n of ia natural history na tho peer of 
his partiouUr family or tribo. Moat of 
our rendsrs who aro housoholdcrB will 
have dinagreoable rouollecliong of "whys 
that are dark" as practiced by tho rodont 
who from timo to timo havo invaded their 
quarters. How when ono hole hoa been 
Btoppod up and tho vermin left to perish 
(as ,wtts londly thought) of hunger and 
tbimii,! he. gsavred and .mined until at the 
elid 9i ti. few hours he 'poked his haad 
out ofjan entirely new orifice, and con- 
tina^d-his depredations with a coolness 
and destruotivGness in tha highest de- 
gree exaBporating. When, during last 
BOsaion, tho Local Ministry gnawed a 
hole clear through tho Terms of Union — 
a hole Biifliciently wide and deep to 
wreck tho Overland Railway, they were 
checked in theii» ODGrations and tho hole 
stopped up by au indignant Tooplo: 
Here is tho wedge that was driven tight- 
ly into the oarity: 

"That, in view of the importance of the 
Railway Clauso of tho Terms of "Union 
between Canada and Kritiah Columbia 
being faithfully carried out by Canada, 
this llouao is of opinion that uo altera- 
tion in tho said clause should bo permit- 
ted by the Government of this Province 
until tho same has been sabmitted to tho 
People for their endorsation." 

'iho wedge fitted the hole so neatly that 
the Minitters'seomed to abandon eating 
their way through again, and accepted 
&ar situation with a grace and sweetness 
xuLtioh at variance with their former ag- 
gressive attitude. Every Minister voted 
for the resolution and there was a gener- 
al feeling of relief that the Terms were 
no longer in danger. Sinco then and 
until yesterday people havo ropoacd in 
fancied security. They imagined that 
tho Ministerial rat.s. having had one hole 
stopped up, would not again muster 
courage to break through in a now place. 
But the result proves that they were great- 
ly mistaken. For the past eight or ten 
■ months the chief, the only aim of the 
Ministers seisms to have been how they 
might gnaW; away and undermine tho 
Terms without asking tho permisBion of 
the people. When Mr.Edgar camo hero in 
June, last ho proposed to relax tho Terms 
Union. A hue-and-cry was raised against 
the proposition. Tiio envoy was iusnlt- 
ei and all but driven away, and tho 
"Whole Terms" became tho b.nttle cry of 
the Government and their organs. Well, 
Mr. Walkem, bearing a petition com- 
plaining of an infraction of the Terms by 
Canada, goes to London. He is 
cotirteonsly recefved by Earl Car- 
narvon who offers to settle the 
diificnUy. Mr. "Walkeai places the whole 
matter in the Earl's hands,— and tho ro- 
Bult is that tho Earl accepts what Mr. 
Mackenzie oflers and gets even worse 
Terms for Britisli Columbia than Mr. 
Edgar was empowered to offer. Hut bad 
as this result 0/ the mission to London 
is, it's not the worst. Mr. Walkem asks 
and induces Earl Carnarvon to "Del.^y" 
(we take the word from tho ofllcial des- 
patahes) his decision for two months — 
two months of enjoyment to Mr. Walkem, 
but two months of disappointment and 
misery to the people of his Province. 
Having arranged tho New Terms, Mr. 
Walkem passes more than two months at 
Ottawa in a vain attempt to induce the 
Canadian Government to give better 
Terms, and at tho end of that timo his 
organ in-chief is instructed to say (as it 
did yesterday) that there are no new Terms: 
that evcrythiiKj remains aa it n-a^ he/ovc Mr. 
Walkem uc-nl to Lundvn, and that noajqieal 
o the paoiilc is neci^ssari/!.' IIow can the 
Govornnient nnugino that sonsiblo people 
will beliovo such stuff'? and iu what light 
will the Premier of this Province be re- 
garded by his fellow memhers when he 
stands up before them and with adaman- 
tine "obeek"and brazen face deliberately 
repeats the words of bis paper? There 
ore no New Terms! Why, the rats who 
were bent on miscliiof while tho oecupants 
slept have f,'na\vod anoHior holo through 
and through the atructuro, and ;il t li 011 ^'li 
we havo Mr. Mackonz i(3'H word (which is 
never lightly given) and J'lirl Carnarvon's 
eiulnrHoniont (which wo had before ) there 
is uoverthelo.sa, an allerution of the 
WHy Terms, and in keeping with the IIb- 
Bolr.tion of tho llouso accpted by tho 
Ministry, thoro should hsye been an ap- 
peal to tho People three months ago. 
No^^Tfl-a Terras— everything's as it was 
beforol "What, then, has been the result 
of the mission to England ? Or was there 
evir ft' mission ? Perhaps Wo shall next 
be told that Mr. Walkem has not boeu 
outsido of tho limits of tho Provinco nl 
'nil—that ho has simply boon ".sholTed" 
at Govornmont Buildings for tho rocess, 
to bo taken down and dusted olT like an 
Ji^gyptiau mummy or Jester's Undo when 
tho timo comes for exhibiting Jjiiu to the 
public. "No New Torms!" To cap the 
climax it is only noeeaRary to say that no 
such person fts Cr. A. Wnlknni haa now, or 
flyer-had, an exiHtence.

Dr. Kenealy liiid issued an nddrosa 
ti) tho pnoplo of I'inglaiKl, Wales, and 
Seollaiul, calling ou Ihom to form a 
IMaf^na Charta Associaiiou of Groat 
Jiritain, tbo object of which ia to ro- 
Htoro Masna Charta, every clause of 
w'liich he declares has beeu gradually 
repealed. He proposes to have com- 
uiiiteos forraod throughout tho King- 
dom for tbo purpose, livery ]3or80ii 
who .subscribes Id a week shall bo on- 
titlod to be a member of tho AsHocia- 
tiou. Every twenty-fpur persons who 
subHcribe to receive two copie.g of the 
'■Englishuiau" weekly free. "Let mo 
have," Bays bo, "a mil! ion subscribers, 
and within two years I shall have a 
fund iu baud ivliich will enable mo to 
return oue buudrod members of the 
middle aud-tho operative olasa to Par- 
liament, 8ud with th('se men acting 
with me, I will destroy the despotism 
that uow exists. But why should I 
not have two, tluoo, live millious of 
subscribers to tho association ? Why 
should I not in two years havo a sum 
deposited iu the names of the trustees 
for this grand le.ague which will ena- 
ble its members to return 250 meui- 
bers of tbo oporntivo and niiddlo class- 
es to tho Hou.se of Coiiunous, aud 
with thoHO what wonders may tlioro 
not be acliievod ! Give them to me, 
aud 1 will lonil thorn on to such a vic- 
tory over class legislation as was never 
known in Euglaud before, and I will 
so crush the serpent bead of despotism 
that it shall never revive." Alluding 
to his disbarment, he announces that 
it wa.i* what he anticipated, aud aa his 
pajjer was tho last resource, ho should 
rely on tho Britisli public to support 
it ; that paper from which his only 
means of subsistence is derived. Al- 
luding to the Benchers, be says that 
body is- now reduoed to serfdom, 
which it well deserves. That it is 
composed of a clique of slaves and 
cowards, and is remarkable for its ser- 
vility, its meannoBS, and abject fear, 
Iu the course of his addi'ess, he says 
that ho never was unprepared for the 
tvyauny that has been practised upon 
him by the Benchers, for pending tho 
trial ho was assured that they iutend- 
eil to disbar him when the trial was 
over. His ruiu was resolved upon, 
foreshadowed, predicted, almost 
published six mouths before tho trial 
ended. He hopes soon to be in Par- 
liament; but doubts it, as Gladstone 
aud Disraeli will join iu railing him 
liko tho two thieves upon tlio Cross 
and unite to keep him out. He will 
make the House ring with liis deuun 
ciations of the system of electing Jud- 
ges. Ho (IcclaroH the •'Englishman' 
has novel- libelled anybody, and nil 
those Benchers who call it a libellous 
paper are, "in plain, outspoken, Inn 
guage, infamous liars and the worse 
libellers themselves." He declares 
that "if Disraeli sends him to New- 
gate, Newgate will seud him to Par- 
liamout;" but lie hopes to got there 
without, when he will test whether 
England is really extinct or not. Tho 
donkeys will not bray him down; he 
will force Brand to let biui catch the 
Speaker's eye, when they will hear 
truths that have not been heard for 
years; aud that as in tho Queen's 
Jiench, be muzzled and chained Cor 
bonis for nearly a year, so w ill he 
treat that other Ihree-hoadod dog, 
Gladstone, Cross and Disraeli, if they 
dare to treat him unfairly. The Jud 
ges never forgave him for showing to 
tho world that he was their lord and 
master. He know his power. He 
kept thoni ill haiul as easily as ho 
might keep three puppies in tlio leash. 
They kicked and chafed, and barked 
and howled every day; but they were 
powerless. Ho did it without difficul- 
ty, and lie assures tlio people that if 
ho can '^et in ho will maiuige tho 
House of Coinmons with ocpial ease, 
aud, he hopes, without ouce losing 
equanimity.

to establish a froo and honest Press; to 
return 25{J I'oople's representatives; to 
make bribery at an election an act of 
felony; to abolish the Income-Tax 
Act; to seciiro a free brnakfast table; to 
have atiiunnial Parliament; to rostorn 
licr cniwn to the Queen; to suppoit 
tho Ibtuse of Lords, anil to oxchido 
lawyers from rarliuinent. Ho then 
calls upon fcliem to hold public meet- 
ings to aid his cause. H^ aunouncss 
that ho will not discontinue the use of 
ins former title of "Q. C," which will 
api)enr as usual, and ho loaTOS the 
Lord Chancellor to make what stops 
ho pleases in the matter; *

— Tho foreign 
tfAdo of tbe ompira, which in 1817 
•mourited only to 200,000,000 florins; in 
1862 doubled that amount, and in 1872 
hadbtfiqareasad by 500,000,000 florins. 
O^^l' Woihcrsheim remarks that the 
year 18t8 draws tlio line between old and 
new Austria, and tho period antecedent 
to this d.4t» rej)re9ents an absolute mon- 
archy, a land fenced in by high protective 
duties, by interJiiits on exports and im- 
ports, a vexntiona system of passports, 
and n harrassing administrative regime. 
In the interior of the country there was 
likewise a tax collecting organization, 
divided into districts and separate func- 
tions, whose complex action failed in 
nearly every desirable unity of purpose. 
The rural population languished in a con- 
dition little above that of the brute, labor 
waB fettered by corporations, education 
etotirejy.hoglecled, mental life crushed, 
literature and arts reduced to the most 
iasigaiftoaQt prQpcfrtiona. In conse- 
quence of this state of things, induce- 
ments to capitalists were verj' slight, 
confidence in homo produce being ex- 
tinguished, and giving way to what might 
alm^^Eie! termed idolatry for everything 
foi;p!|#*^ Austria, since 1818, uppo'ars al- 
most B8 a new State — full of fresh croa- 
tions in evorr industry — a sumbef of the 
European fauiily in active relations with 
iti neighbors — with its rural population 
fMed from the pressure feiidalism— tho 
workman no longor chained by absolute 
regulations — post>rasing an educational 
«yBtom wortliy of a constitutionally gov- 
erned State, and spreading light even to 
the lowest classes — with an unequaled 
devalopment of tlio press, and, finally, 
tlianks to tlie sensible action of tho land- 
lordi, the capital creating powers of the 
flonntrj have received an extraordinary 
impatiMt It is therefore little wonder 
tiflnfMlorelgn trade of Austria should 
•shibit a n gpqrmoua doveloxmien t.

Tboy went so 
far as to procure u rope with which they 
threatened to hang Mr, Sheriff Vail, 
should ho come along. The Hon. Eobort 
Yonug, who resides at Oaraquet, was ab- 
sent, but soon returned. He procursd 
men fully armed and barricaded his re- 
sidence. 

A gang of rioters surrounded the 
house on .Mond.ay; but. when thoy found 
the house barricaded, they retreated, 
threatening to return with a larger force 
on Tuesday. 

A number of special constables left 
hero on Monday morning for tho scene of 
tho riot. They arriveil tlioro this morn- 
ing. One of tho number, .Tohn Oifford, 
was shot dead by a Frenchman this af- 
ternoon.
